ORGANIZED THIEVERY AT VASSAR. 


Excitement Among Students Caused 
by Constant Logses. 

New York, April 21.—It has just come out 
that the authorities of Vassar College at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., have for a long time 
past been keeping from the public the fact 
that there has been a system of organized 
thievery in the institution. One student 
would lose a garment and another a piece 
of jewelry, but strenuous efforts prevented 
any notice of the facts from reaching the 
public attention. 

The utmost care has been taken to detect 
the thieves, but in vain. At first suspicion 
was directed to the servants and chamber- 
maids. One after another they were put un- 
der surveillance, but still the thefts con- 
tinued, and the perpetrators escaped detec- 


tion. 


The very nature of the robberies made it 


apparent that they must have been commit- 
ted by some one inside the institution fa- 
miliar with the ways of the students. There 
having been a failure to catch the thief 
among the servants, it has come to be sus- 
pected that the guilty ones are among the 
students themselves. 

This suspicion, in fact, has taken such 
public form that it has served to increase the 
prevailing excitement among the young 
women who are attending the college. 

Mrs. J.P. Kendrick, principal of the college, 
in an interview*today frankly admitted that 
robberfes had been committed very recently 
under the roof of Vassar. 

„At first thought,” she said, I believe 
this is the work of a kleptomaniac, Many of 
the articles stolen are so marked that it 
would be impossible for them to be used 
about the college without detection.” 

Then she made the remarkable statement 
that although she did not suspect the ser- 
vants or maids she did not for an instant 
think any of the students were connected 
with the affair. She expressed great sorrow 
that any eee ot the latter should have

RELIOF FOR BULUWAYO Is FAR OFF, 


Pitty ef the Natives Killed in a Brush 
with the Patrol. ä 

Cape Town, April 21.—Capt. Napier with 
a force of 200 men left Buluwayo yesterday 
morning on a reconnoitering expedition. 
The Matabele, it was then believed, had 
moved southward, away from the positions 
they had occupied, intending to intercept 
the relief corps advancing from Mifeking. 
But the scouting party was surprised to 
find the Matabele in great force five miles 
northeast of Buluways. Napier’s command 
was fired upon, returned the enemies’ fire, 
and then retreated. ; 

Later advices from Buluwayé say that 
a patrol near that place had a brush with the 
Matabele yesterday, during which fifty of 
the latter were ‘killed. 

It now appears that while it is true that 
several thousand Matabele have struck 
camp, there are enough of them remaining 
im the vicinity of Buluwayo to cause the 
utmost uneasiness. It is true that the 
eighteen wagons loaded with provisions 
have succeeded in entering the town, but 
there are many mouths to feed there, and 
the relief corps is stil a long way off, and 
moving slowly on account of the scarcity 
of water and the ravages of the rinderpest 
among the cattle. In fact, it is feared that 
3 month more may elapse before the Mafe- 

ing relief corps can reach Buluwaye, and 
a great deal may happen in that time. 

The situation grows darker every day in 
spite of the 9 means taken to defend 

uluwayo. Fully 200 persons have been 
killed by the Matabele since the uprisin 
began, and men of experience in South Af- 
rican warfare claim to see in the tactics of 
the nattves the guiding hand of the leaders 
of.the Transvaal burghers, They insist that 
the Boers are arming for a struggle with the 
British for the mastery in South Africa and 
that they are actively encouraged and assist- 
ed by Germany. The Boers have mustered 
1,500 men and several guns, according to re-

ADDRESS TO AMERICA FOR PATRIOTS 


Spaniards Must Grant Freedom or 
Make Cuba a Gravevyard. 

New York, April 21.--T. Estrada Palma, 
President of the Cuban Revolutionary Jun- 
ta, tonight gave out the following adress; 

„To the People of the United States: The 
question of the supposed reforms in Cuba 
is not a matter which at all concerns those 
who have already established an independ- 
ent government in Cuba, end have resolved 
to shrink from no sacrifice of property or 
life in order to emancipate the whole island 


from the Spanish yoke. 

“Tf the Spaniards resident in the island, 
who are favored by the Spanish Government 
with all sorts of privileges and monopolies, 
and if the handful of Cubans too pusilani- 
mous or too proud to acknowledge their er- 
rors, or a few foreigners guided only by sel- 
fish interests, are satisfied that Cuba gpould 
remain under Spanish abomination, we, 
who militate under the flag of the solitary 
star, we, who ajready constitute the Repub- 
lic of Cuba; - and belong to a 
free people, with its own govern- 
ment and its laws, are firmly 
resolved to listen to no compromise and to 
treat with Spain only on the basis of abso- 
lute independence for Cuba. 

“If Spain has power to exterminate us 
then let her convert the island into a vast 
cemetery; if she has not and wishes to ter- 
minate the war before the whole country 
is reduced to ashes, then let her adopt the 
only measure that will put an end to it, 
and recognize our independence. 

Spain must know by this time that while 
there is a single living Cuban with dignity— 
and there are many thousands of them— 
there will not be peace in Cuba nor even 
hope of it. 

All good causes must finally triumph, 
and ours is a good cause. It is the cause 
of justice treated with contempt, of right 
suppressed by foroe, and of the dignity of a 
people offended to the last degree. 

We have thrown ourselves into the strug- 
gle advisedly and deliberately. We knew 
what we would have to face, and we de- 
cided unflinchifgly to rsevere until we 
should emancipate ourselves from the Span- 
ish Government, And we know we are able 
to do it, as we know we are competent to 
govern ourselves. 

Experience has taught us thet as a peo- 
ple we have nothing to envy in the Span- 
jards; in fact, we feel ourselves superior to 
them, and from them .we can expect no im- 
provement, no better education. 

“With regard to the knowledge of mod- 
ern institutions and to democratic senti- 
ments we are far more advanced than the 
Spaniards. In that respect and in many 
others we have nothing in’ common with 
the Spanish people. We are Americana. 
We breathe the pure air of free institutions, 
and we contemplate with envy the govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, and for 
the people.”

REPORT ON SUNDAY-SCHOOL WORK. 


Congregationalists of Boston and Chi- 
cago Have Their Annual Meeting. 
Boston, Mass., April 21.—The annual meeting 
of the Congregational Sunday-School Society 
of Boston and Chicago was held this after- 
noon. The presentation of the sixty-fourth 
annual report of the Board of Directors, by 
the Secretary, the Rev. George M. Boynton, 

was the principal business. 

Thirty-four Superintendents and mis- 
sionaries have represented the society -in 
the various fields. Five hundred and sixty- 
six schools have been organized during the 
year, nearly 100 more than the year before. 
The home department has also been success- 


fully extended in all parts of the land. 


About 1,268 mission Sunday-schools are 
reported as under their care by Congrega- 
tional Superintendents in twenty-six States. 
Of these 1,064 are in places where there is 
no other Christian work of any kind. Of 
the remaining 204 schools about 100 are in 
large cities, several of them among the 
foreign born population. The others are in 
large towns. 

The legacies which have come this year 
amount to only $3,544, as against $22,340 in 
Less than 1,000 churches 
have given anything as churches, and 121 
of these only as contributing at a Sunday- 
school service.

VROOMAN CASE 70 60 70 THE SYNOD. 


Conservative Element in Presbyterian 
Church Will Carry Up the Favor- 
able Decision of Presbytery. 


The conservative element of the Presby- 
terian Church will contest the favorable 
decision of the presbytery in the case of the 
Rev. Frank B. Vrooman at the synod in 
August, and, if necessary, will carry the 
matter up to the General Assembly, which 


‘will convene in May, 1897. 


This does not mean that Mr. Vrooman is 
to be tried for heresy. The action will be 
simply an appeal from the judgment of a few 
to that of a larger body, as provided by the 
polity of the church. The synod corresponds 
in the church to the Court of Appeal in 
jurisprudence and the General Assembly 
to the Supreme Court. 

From the outset the trouble about the 
admission of Mr. Vrooman into the church 
has been simply a factional fight. 

The more liberal clergymen of the faith 
have contended that, with reasonable re- 
strictions as to matters of belief, it is the 
part of policy and common sense to admit 
into the fold men who have an aptitude 
for practical work. The other faction has 
taken the ground that it is advisable to insist 
on an allegiance to the old beliefs. 

The significance of the action to be taken, 
then, is not personal. Mr. Vrooman is only 
an incident. The appeal is to be regarded 
as a mere expression for the contending 
views that everybody knows have existed in 
the church for years. 

One fact seems to point to a pronounced 
contention in the synod, and that is that the 
conservatives are in the ascendency in the 
small towns and country districts, as the 
liberals are in the large cities. It is thought 
not unlikely that the decision of the presby- 
tery will be reversed. 

The members of the presbytery are rather 
averse to giving their views on the fight, 
as they say it is now a mere expression of 
opinion. The majority of the clergy seem to 
deplore the step taken by Mr. Bryan, as they 
say it can do little good, if any, and will 
have the effect of checking good work. 


NEW CHARGES AGAINST DR. BROWN. 


Bay Conference Threatens to Suspend 
the San Francisco Pastor. 

Oakland, Cal., April 21.—The Bay Confer- 
ence of Congregational ministers is dis- 
pleased at the refusal of the Rev. Dr. C. O. 
Brown, pastor of the First Congregational 
Church of San Francisco, to accept the light 
censure imposed by the council which tried 
him upon charges of immorality and unmin- 
isterial conduct. New charges have been pre- 
ferred against him, and the old complaint

He said the girl must have 
killed where the body was found and not 
earlier than the midnight before, and the 
hand that wielded the knife was a skilled

DUNLOP QUEER BUT NEYER DISHONEST. 


Previous Record of Alleged Burden 
Diamond Thief Well Known 
~~ from His Boyhood.

London, April 21.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—The World correspondent’s inves- 
tigations in London today established the 
fact that George Dunlop, one of the men 
charged with the robbery of the Burden dia- 
monds, spoke truly when, on taking service 
With Mr. Burden, he gave as references the 
names of Lord Ashtown, Lord Londonderry, 
the Duke of Portland, and Lord Wolseley 
as persons with whom he had been in service 


in this country. 

The writer saw the Marquis of London- 
derry today at the House of Lords. 
swer to a question he said: 

Lou can say for me that I have no recol- 
lection of any servant of that name having 
been in my house, at least as upper servant. 
He may have been there in a subordinate 
capacity, in which case he would have been 
engaged by my steward, and unless he re- 
mained in my service for a long time I might 
never know his surname. However, I shall 
— * inquiries and let you know the re- 
sult.” 1 

In view of the fact that Lord Londonderry 
keeps up a palace in town and has three 
other great houses in the country and in 
Ireland, employing a vast retinue of serv- 
ants, his ignorance of the identity of any 
but the upper servants is quite explicable; 
but before Lord Londonderry had time to ful- 
fill his courteous promise Mr. Keyner, the 
steward of Lord Wolseley; Commander-in- 
Chief of the British Army, was seen at his 
Lordship’s house in Grosvenor Gardens, and 
Le proved to be well acquainted with Dun- 
op. 

O, yes,” said the steward; it is quite 
true. He was with all the noblemen whose 
names he gave, but Lord Wolseley could 
give you no more information about him 
than Lord Londonderry did. I engaged him 
about six years ago in Ireland as footman, 
and he came to me with a recommendation 
from Lord Ashtown, in whose service he 
had previously been. He was then but little 
more than a boy and was well recommended. 
In fact, he was thought highly of by the 
Ashtowns, and one of the ladies of the fami- 
ly, seeing him at Lord Wolseley’s, told me 
that she was very glad he was getting on, 
as he was a deserving young man. He was 
under me for a year or so, when he left of 
his own accord, and I recommended him to 
Lord Londonderry’s steward, but he re- 

ined there only a month, I think, when 
he went into the service of the Duke of Port- 
land, being recommended by Lord London- 
derry’s steward. He did not remain long 
there, either, but got a place at Queen’s 
Gate, and after a short stay there went to 
America.”’ 3 

What opinion did you form of him?“ the 
correspondent asked. 

Mr. Keyner smiled meaningly as he an- 
swered: 

„Well, I had no actual fault to find with 
him, nor had any of his other employers, ex- 
cept that he was rather abrupt in his manner 
and assumed somewhat too independent an 
attitude: but when I saw his name in the 
newspaper in connection with this robbery 
I recognized him at once as our former foot- 
man. 

He was a shrewd, smart fellow, but was 
addicted to gambling. 

He had a trick of pretending to be duller 
than he was, which often struck me as curi- 
ous. There seemed to be always something 
under the surface with him, and some mys- 
terious things that happened while he was 
with us are now clear to me.”’ 

What were these mysterious things?“ 

„ would rather not go into particulars.“ 
answered the steward, as it would involve 
the use or mention of other persons, whose 
names I don’t feel at liberty to use.“ 

Was his honesty impugned?’ 

O, never: but, as I say, this revelation 
now has made clear some circumstances 
that attracted my attention from time to 
time. But I must decline to say anything 
more on that point, for the reasons I have 
stated.“ 4 

Where did Dunlop originally hail from?“ 

His native place is Strabane, in County 
Tyrone, where his mother, I believe, stil 
lives. He comes of an old plantation family, 
I think.” 

“You knew him, then, almost throughout 
his period of service?“ 

“ Yes; I knew more of him than any one 
élse he workéd under. I took an interest in 
him at first as he seemed to bea very prom- 
ising young fellow, with more in him than 
most servants.“ 

Strabane, whence Dunlop came, is a small 
town in Ulster, Ireland, in the heart of the 
Orange. district and a few miles from Castle 
err Lord Londonderry’s Irish resi- 

ence. 

Dunlop is a Presbyterian, and all the fam- 
ilies he worked with here, excepting Lord 
Wolseley’s, are also Presbyterians, so that 
it is plain that his religious beliefs were use- 
ful to him in getting engagements. 

Increasing interest is being taken in the 
ease here, although the facts herein given 
have not been published in this country, 
where he is spoken of as an American.

UNJUST ATTACK ON THE MAYOR. 

The Civic Federation would do more good 
if, instead of doing nothing but endeavor to 
find defects in the present municipal ad- 
ministration, it would oceasionally commend 
it for some of the many good things it has 
done. Thus it would have been a wise act 
for the federation, which has called atten- 
tion to the fact that there may be eight men 
on the city pay-roll who draw salaries and 
do no work, to state, some time or other, 
that the Mayor imone year purged the pay- 
rolls in the Public Works Department alone 
to the amount of $675,000, aud that there 
has been a saving in the Police Department 
of about $300,000, or u total saving in these 
two departments of almost $1,000,000 in 
one year. 

The cases of the eight supposed skulkers 
had ve been explained in part, and some of 
them have been found to be not skulkers at 
all. Even if they were all guilty as alleged, 
the proportion of eight to 8,000 would not 
be high, as in any large corporation at least 
one man in 1,000 would be found unworthy 
of his place. But it is not sufficiently un- 
derstood that all the pay- rolls are now duly 
authenticated by the new Civil Service Com- 
missioners and that the Controller refuses 
to pay them until they have been so ap- 
proved. The Commissioners are responsi- 
ble for the rolls; the Mayor is not. The 
pay-rolls are constantly accessible to the 
Civic Federation, to the Aldermen, and to any 
citizen who wishes to inspect them. They 
are no longer made a part of the Council pro- 
ceedings, because the printing of them in 
that place served no good pprpose and in- 
volved needless expense; but the Mayor 
offers to furnish them for publication to any 
reputable newspaper if the Civic Federation 
will pay the cost of printing. Could any- 


thing be fairer than that? 
- Criticism is most effective for good when 


2 is gi ven if deserved and when blame 

is justly apportioned, - This is especially the 
case when the critic is self-elected, and 
when he claims to be entitled to play the 
part of public censor because of his pe- 
euliar honesty, impartiality, and lind. 
edness. If he does nothigg but pick fla ws 
he may do great mischief, but can accom- 
plish no good. ; 

The Civie Federation seems to be i 
erating into a chronic fault-finder and to be 
finding fault causelessly. It made charges 
against eight men. The Mayor ordered an 
immediate investigation. It has been car- 
ried far enough to show that many of the 
charges are absolute misstatements. If at 
any time the federation had had a kind 
word to say about Mayor Swift's adminis- 
tration, neither he nor any one else would 
be inclined to resent these charges, even 
though mistakenly made, for no one would 
question the good intentions of the makers. 
But that kind word has never been spoken. 

Mr. W. T. Baker knows that the affairs 
of a great corporation like this city or a 
smaller one like the Board of Trade cannot 
be conducted so carefully but that occa- 
sional mistakes will be made. The greater 
the number of subordinates the greater the 
probability that somebody will do some- 
thing wrong. Therefore Mr. Baker ought 
to know that it is not in the best of taste to 
’ dilate on the @rrors which may be made and 
hunt for them, ignoring utterly reforms 
which have been wrought and old errors 
which have been avoided. 

Mayor Swift has given the city a better 
administration than: thy of his immediate 
predecessors. He has done that, although 
hampered by greater diffiéulties than any of 
them had to contend with. It would not 
have cost Mr. Baker or the Civic F ederation 
anything to Say that, aud it would have 
helped him. To blame is easier than to 
praise, however, and the critic who censures 
thinks he stands on a higher plane than the 
one who commends. 

The result of this perpetual nagging has 
been that the Mayor felt constrained to gay 
to the Couneil Monday night: 

The time may soon come when no honest, self - 
respecting citizen will accept of an Aldermanship, 
or of the Mayoralty, or any other office, 
his actions are so maligned. The criticjsm has 
been se violent and unjust as to bring me to Chi: 
cago when I should be in my bed: that criticism 
was unjust, unmanly, untrue. un-American, and 


unworthy of the people Who ought to rally to the 
support of an honest. public servant. 


That is true. Ii may be soon that no man 
will accept the Mayoralty unless to make 
money out of the office or When he has 
some ax to grind, since he will know that 
he will be subjected to incessant unfriendly 
eriticism, unrelieved by a single word of 
praise. Doubtless Mr. Baker thinks he 
would make a model Mayor. If he were 
to hold the office a few employés out of 
Seven or eight thousand would go wrong. 
Some mistakes weuld be made. His subor- 
dinates would commit errors. Then, when 
he was assailed vehemently on account of 
these things; and the good features of his 
administration never were mentioned, he 
would think he was ill-used and would lose 
his temper—much sooner, too, than Mayor 
Swift lost his. The latter has been very 
patient during a year of good, hard work 
for the city,.but he was moved to speak out 
at the last Council meeting 

What he said then should induce the

It was intolerable before when this Amer-

ing as the issue, is a revelation that calls for 


‘swift and drastic action.« Apparently he 


believes he is not to be amenable to the 
ordinary restrietions put on diplomate and is 
not to be hampered by the national tradi- 
tions or the opinions of people on this side 
of the Atlantic, The fact that he was sent 
to England to represent the United States, 
to voice its sentiments, protect its honor, 
and abet all its purposes and honorable 
plans has long since ceased to be anything 
but a diplomatic formality, a national fic- 
tion with Mr. Bayard. He is not the sort 


of man to be bound down by any such con- 


siderations. He has publicly claimed the 
right to express his own convictions un- 
trammeled by any consideration of the peo- 
ple in the United States. And another tenet 
of this law which he has made for himself 
is the right to display his hostility to his 
country in whatever manner best suits his 
fancy. He fails utterly to appreciate the 
grotesque position. he occupies of decrying 
the very people for whom he is a sponsor, 
and continues on serenely even after he has 
been overwhelmingly censured by Congress. 

There has been enough of him. His more 
petty insults never should have been en- 
dured and this crowning insult of all can 
be wiped out only by his prompt removal 
from office, before he brings fresh ditgrace 
on the United States. It has been the com- 
mon wonder of Europe that this man has 


been permitted to misrepresent his country 


solong. No othermation in the world would 
have permitted such insolent diregard of 
its interests, and it seems almost inconceiv- 
able that he should have dared as a climax 
to his unique record formally and stregu- 
ously to oppose a doctrine that the people 
of this country almost unanimously were 
willing to go to war to sustain. This kind 
of a diplomat should not be allowed to re- 
sign. He should be unceremoniously 


bounced. , 


THE SALVATION ARMY CORRESPONDENCE 

The complete correspondence leading up 
to the disaffection in the ranks of the Sal- 
vation Army and the secession headed by 
Ballington Booth and his wife has now been 
made public by Frederick and Emma 
Booth-Tucker. It comprises three some- 
what memorable letters. The first is the 
letter of resignation sent by Ballington and 
Maude Booth to Bramwell Booth, interna- 
tional chief. It sets forth the reasons for 
their resignation, which may be briefly 
stated: Rules were promulgated in England 
which could not be obeyed here without in- 
volving endless red tape and detriment to 
the spiritual side of the army work. The 
social work was exploited by Gen. Hooth at 
the expense of the spiritual. Ballington 
and his wife had been left out of all consul- 
tations. The rule which they had made for- 
bidding the use of tobacco by sworn sol- 
diers Gen. Booth had sought to rescind: 
The last reason assigned is the strongest of 
all. They charge that when Gen. Booth 
was here he showed himself unkind, inap- 
preciative, ill-tempered, and impossible to 
please. He belittled the army work and 
rode roughshod over them. He never 
takked with them or asked their opinions, 
and upon one occasion manifested his real 
sentiments by his remark to them: “ I’m 
not going to let you suck all the juice out of 
this plum.“ 

Bramwell Booth’s reply does not need 
special consideration, as it was only a senti- 
mental appeal to them not to desert the 
army and did not attempt to answer the 
Gen. Booth, the head of the 
army, in his letter to Ballington and Maude 
Booth affirnis that they have no reasonable 
grounds for their action and cannot justify 
it. He had always sought their welfare. 
Changes in appointments are part of the 
system and Ballington knew a change 
would be made and was specially infended 
in his case. He had agreed to it eighteen 
months previously. This change in com- 
mand was the very essence of discipline 
in the Salvation Army. The General's 
letter closes with a strong and pathetic ap- 
peal to his son and duughter to reconsider 
their action. 

One thing is evident in this eeotemnend- 
ence. It is clear that Ballington and Maude 
Booth may have agreed to the change con- 
templated eighteen months ago, but this 
was at a time when the family relations 
were harmonious. The grievances set forth 
in their letter must have occurred subse- 
quently and during the period of the Gen- 
eral's recent visit to this country. In any 
event, it is apparent that the General and 
his son are equally matched in stubbornness 
and will power and that there is no prospect 
of reconciliation between them. As to the 
merits of the quarrel, the public has the 
correspondence and can judge for itself. 
Meanwhile there is room for the Salvation 
Army and the Volunteers both, and a 
lively competition between them will do no 
harm. 


MAKE AN END OF MARSH. 

The Republicans of the Fifteenth Con- 
gressional District of this State will hold 
their convention day after tomorrow. It is 
their bounden duty to throw overboard the 
present Congressman, Marsh, who has 
shown himself hopelessly unsound on the 
currency question, and nominate a man 
whom the honest money voters of the dlis- 
trict can support. 

They do not want to vote for Marsh again. 
They did so two years ago under protest. 
Since then he has betrayed them and their 
interests shamefully. He voted against a 
bill authorizing the issue of bonds so as to 
enable the government to get at lower rates 
of interest gold which it had to have in re- 
serve to keep a third of a billion in green- 
backs and half a billion in silver from 
shrinking one-half in value, He voted for 
a Senate amendment for immediate un- 
limited free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 to 
contract and depreciate the currency. 

If that amendment were to become law 
not a business-man nor workingman in his 
district would escape unhurt. The majori- 
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votes of the ‘free-silverites by intimating 
that if he were President and Congress 
were to pasa a free coinage bill he would 
not veto it. Ex · Speaker Crisp, speaking for 
the 16 to 1 free silver advocates, rejects 


that bid. He says: 
It ie my opinion that if the advocates of free 


lutely pledged to the free coinage of silver, and 
not only but have him stand on a free coinage 
platform. If silver is declared for by a majority 
of the Democratic party I think they will demand 
. 
of that sentiment. 

Mr. Crisp is right. If tlie free-silverites 


can control the Chicago convention they 
ha ve a perfect party right to select a candi- 
date who heartily suppofts them rather 
than one who insipuates that he is mot 
against them, and who is posing as a trim- 
mer and a straddler for the sake of a nom- 
ination. 

The free silver Democrats are entitled to 
a candidate who represents their views 
fully—a man who if elected President will 
‘urge Congress in his first message to pass 
a destrdctive, confiscatory free coinage 
bill, and who will sign it when it reaches 
him promptly and thankfully. 

If it be a fact that a clear majority of the 
American people are bent on the repudia- 
tion of contracts and the confiscation of 
half the property of creditors, and destruc- 
tion of half the present money value of 
silver certificates and greenbacks and bank 
notes, and if worknien want to be paid in 
currency worth 50 cents on the dollar, they 
have a right to know that the Presidential 
candidate they feel like supporting is hearti- 
ly and unqualifiedly with them and will 
allow nothing to be dene which might tend 
to uphold the credit of the country. 

Mr. Criap wants no hypocritical, straddle 
candidate for another reason. There are 
other ways in which a President can bring 
the country to a silver standard of 50-cent 


a free silver coinage bill. He can decline to 
protect the géld reserve and let the Treas- 
ury become exhausted of the yellow metal. 
He can order his Secretary of the Treasury 
to redeem Sherman silver certificates and 
greenbacks in silver instead of gold, and 
then the silver will slump to 30 cents or to 
the value of its bullion. So even if Con- 
gresé or one branch of it, as now, were in 
ſu vor of honest money a free silver Prest- 
dent could pull down the United States 
money standard to a silver monometallic 
basis and expel all gold from circula- 
tion, thereby contracting the value of 
all the remainder of the currency one-half 
in purchasing power. Crisp and his crowd 
are entitled to a candidate who is as rotten 
on the currency standard as Bland, and 
from whom no trimming and straddling 
need be feared by them. 

Hence Morrison’s sneaking promise that 
he will not veto a rotten standard bill avails 
him nothing. He has fallen between two 
stools, like many other weak demagogues, 
He has alienated the honest money men, 
who will henceforth hold him in contempt, 
and has not secu the free-silverites and 
cheap money crowd. 

This is the hour for positive candidates, 
who have the courage of their convictions— 
for men who are all on one side or all on the 
other. There is no place now for Janus- 
faced demagogues like Morrison who write 
“there are some things about honest 
money they ke“ but that there are some 
features of cheap, debased money “ which 
strike them favorably.” Away with them!

DISTRIBUTION OF MEDALS BEGUN. 
Whether to weep with the Bureau of En- 


Boyd Thacher, that is the question. The great 
World’s Fair magnateinvites the attention 
of the nations to his vindication. He has been 
passive under prolonged criticism and suf- 
fered the blows of scorn in silence, but his 
day of triumph is here. At the very mo- 
ment when it is being darkly hinted that 
this Sairey Gamp of the White City could 
not produce his Mrs. Harris, because there 
was “no sich” thing as medals, behold 
the medals come forth. They are out, they 
are issued, they are facts, they are not 
“nearly ready,” but ready in very truth, 
and real people have seen them. Now 
where are the critics of John Boyd 
Thacher? 

But the joy must be tempered. While we 
contemplate the glory of J. B. T., let us not 
forget the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing. There sadness reigns. The Bureau is 
losing its most cherished possession. For 
weeks and months and even years it has had 
medals and diplomas in its midst. The first 
object that met the gaze of the workman as 
he began the labors of the day was medals. 
The last object he parted with at night was 
medals. It has been medals all over the 
place. It is a wise and merciful provision 
that their desolation is not to be a sharp 
blow. It will be made so gradual that some- 
thing of the pain will be alleviated. Only 
the German awards are to be issued at first. 
When the effects of this shock have sub- 
sided somewhat, some of the American ex- 
hibiters will receive their honors, and so on 
in easy stages until the entire distribution 
is made. 

In this way, perhaps, a few more years 
may ensue before the bureau is bereft en- 
tirely, but of course on this point there can 
be no explicit information. It would be un- 
fair to the precedents of the department to 
rush to conclusions just because they have 
made a start on the distribution. But in 
the meantime the public will be in a quan- 
dary as to the division of its sympathy.

Suggestive Hints for Buyers Among 
the Food Staples and Importations 
of South Water Street Firms, 


Choice green peas from Mississippi were 
plentiful yesterday, and prices declined, 8 
cents a quart being the grocery price. Let- 
tuce was scarce and expensive, Cucumbers 
were abundant. Fancy variety from Louis-. 
jana retailed from 10 to 15 cents a dozen. 

Crook-neck squashes from Florida ap- 
peared in the markets for the first time this 
season. The South Water street price was 
$2 a crate, and the retail price today will be 
about five cents apiece. New beets are sell- 
ing from 30 to 40 cents a peck. New potatoes 
from Bermuda have become exceedingly 
scarce, and the wholesale price has moved 
up to $8.50 a barrel. At the fancy groceries 
$1 to $1.25 a peck was considered a low price. 

Beans are the cheapest thing on the food 
list. Some ef the big stores are selling 
hand-picked A beans at 34% cents a quart. 

Butter declined another cent. Car-lot 
quantities of fancy creameries were sold in 
South Water street at 14 cents a pound. The 
grocer usually buys only a few tubs at a 
time at this season of the year, and such 
quantities of the finest cost 15 cents a pound. 
Most grocers put out this choice stock at 18 
cents and dairy butter at 15 and 16 cents a 
pound. Elgin fancy grades cost a little 
more than the Chicago market price.

Senator Says Roads Could Have Pros- 
pered Under Fair Management. 

Washington, D. C., April 21.—Senator Mor- 
gan was not present today, but his ideas on 
Pacific railroad financiering were presented 
to the Senate by his colleague, Mr. Pugh. 

Without attempting,” said Senator Mor- 
gan, “to array the evidence of fraud and 
speculation which Huntington’s testimony 
vainly attempts to conceal, attention is 
drawn to the fact that his evasions of the 
truth, as it is thoroughly established, are 
his main reliance for misleading Congress 
in his effort to capture the Central Pacific 
railway after it has made him and his three 
or four associates enormously rich, on the 
plea that his pride impels him to save this 
road from bankruptcy, to which his fraud- 
ulent dealing seems to have driven it.“ 

He proposes as a substitute to the measure 
offered a. bill adding a power that is not now 
provided by law that will enable the govern- 
ment to liquidate a debt that is falling due 
on the subsidy bonds and the first mortgage 
bonds of these companies, and to provide 
for the collection of the debt paid for inter- 
est upon the subsidy bonds and to apply the 
income of the corporations to such purpose. 

The Senator lays down as fundamental the 
following propositions: 

That no creditor of these companies 
other than the United States has the ability 
to handle this great mass of indebtedness 
resting upon these roads so as to preserve 
the just rigats of all concerned.

Details of New Plan. 

The new scheme, however, does not con- 
template the establishment of new stock- 
yards at the Stickney tract. The tract is to 
be covered entirely with transfer yards and 
immense warehouses, where the various 
roads can interchange their traffic without 
bringing the cars through the city and over 
roundabout routes. The present Union 
Stock-Yards company will not be interfered 
with and the construction of a branch line 
from Summit to the Union Stock-Yards over 
the right of way recently obtained by the 
Santa Fé will afford the new terminal belt 
line the opportunity to transfer and handle 
the live stock business to and from the Union 
Stock-Yards of those lines which have no 
direct line to the yards. The Santa Fe's 
main object in entering into the scheme was 
to secure a line of its own into the yards. 

The new ‘Stock-Yards line, which will 
branch off from the main belt line at Chap- 
pell, near Summit, and run due east through 
the Stickney tract to the Union Stock- Yards, 
is to be built jointly by the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé and Michigan Central rail- 
roads, the latter constructing the line from 
Chappell to Forty-ninth street and the Santa 
Fé building it thence to the Union Stock- 
Yards. A lease for the use of the whole 
line will be given to the Chicago Terminal 
railway company. 

Work Done. 

The incorporations of the Chicago Termi- 
nal railway company and of the Chicago, 
Hammond and Western were the first steps 
toward the consummation of the new belt 
line road, which is to encircle the city and 
intersect every railroad centering here from 
Whiting, Ind., through Hammond and Blue 
Island, crossing the Burlington near La 
Grange, the Northwestern near Elmhurst, 
and connecting with the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul near Salt Creek, which will be the 
northwestern terminus for the present. Witi- 
mately an extension may be built to cross 
the Wisconsin Central and the Wisconsin 
lines of the Chicago and Northwestern and 
Chicago and St. Paul roads. The section 
from Whiting and Hammond to Blue Island 
is now in operation and the right of way 
from Blue Island has nearly all been ob- 
tained, and construction is to begin soon. 
The old Calumet Terminal Belt railway 
parallels most of the way the new Chicago 
Terminal railway’s line, and it is probable 
it will be purchased by the latter. 

Mr. Winston says the capital necessary to 
complete all the plans at present contem- 
plated has been obtained from prominent 
Eastern and European capitalists. The 
Hammond company also has an interest. 
It is understood that the Vanderbilts are 
closely identified with the new enterprise. 

There is some suspicion that there is much 
more in the scheme whereby the Michigan 
Central and Santa Fé join hands in the 
building of the branch to the Stock-Yards 
than has yet been brought to light. Under 
the 8 it would not be strange if 
the two roads should join hands and build a 
new union passenger station in State street 
somewhere N Twelfth and Taylor 
streets. 


JOINT TRAFFIC PROSECUTION BEGUN
